SENTENCE IS SUSPENDED 
WHILE HE TELLS STORY 


Those Connected With the Case Are 
“Sweating Blood” Since Their 
Victim Has Shown Signs 
of Weakening. 


When Judge Amidon Thursday morning 
called the case of John Barabagiia, con- 
victed on several counts of aiding in ¢#e- 
curing fraudulent naturalization papers, 
District Attorney Dyer asked that sentence 
be deferred, as the government had use 
for the prisoner. 

The use the government has for Bara- 
baglia to obtain all the information he 
possesses in regard to the men who planned 
and carried out the wholesale naturaliza- 
tion frauds. and the methods they em- 
ployed. 

Barabagiia was closeted for peveral 
hours with Assistant United States Dis- 
trictAttorney Nortoni and told of many ¢ée- 
tails that did not come out in his trial. 

Thursday morning he was brought to the 
federal building at 10 o'clock for another 
interview with Nortoni. Before entering 
the latter's office, Barabaglia had an ex- 
tended conference with his mother and his 
young wife in Marshal Morsey's office. 
They urged him to tell all rather than go 
to the penitentiary and leave them unpro- 
tected. - 

“Maybe he'll not have to go to the peni- 
tentiary at all,"’ said a government official 
Thursday morning. ;

Venality of Appalling Pro- 
portions Said to Involve 
Other Postal Officials, 


MACHEN THOUGHT POLITICAL 
MACHINE WOULD SAVE HIM 


But He and Two Men Accused of Pay- 
‘ _4ng Royalty to Him for Favors 
Are Arrested as Result 
of Deals, 


Bpecial to the Post-Disvetch. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—As a result. of 
the dismissal and arrest of August W. 
Machen, superintendent of the free de- 
livery service, consternation reigns among 
his friends in the postoffice department, 
and it ie feared that this is only the be- 
ginning of most startling developments 
which will reveal the existance of venalty 
of appalling proportions and involve af- 
ficiais of importance and trust. 

It is said close surveillance is now being 
kept on another official, who formerly 
occupied a place of trust, and it is inti- 
mated at the office of fourth assistant 
postmaster general that the end is not even 


in sight. 
Postmaster-General Payne,who declared a 


few days ago that charges of irregulari- 
ties in his department, as made by former 
Cashier Seymour W. Tulloch of the Wash. 
ington postoffice, were chiefly “hot air,’’ 
now admits that the revelations of 4 


hours appall him. 

Mr. Payne makes the following state- 
ment of the case against Machen and his 
alleged associates in the deals that caused 
the arrest: 

Government’s Case 
Against Machen. 

“He is charged with receiving bribes 
amounting in all to about $22,000 in con- 
nection with a contract held by Groff 
Bros. of Washington, D. C., for a patent 
fastner used on street letter boxes, known 


as the Groff fastner. The postoffice de- 
partment in the last ten years has used 
about $160,000 worth of these fasteners, and 
it is shown by ample evidence that for 
ine past three years, at least, Mr. Machen 
has been receiving # per cent of the 
amounts paid to the Groffg. The trans- 
action of business was conducted by Dil- 
ler B. Groff, who controls the patent of a 
brother, Samuel M., a poiiceman."’ 

The Goff brothers have aiso been ar- 
rested. 

For sometime, a sum, aggregating man 
thousands of dollars, has been provided 
for miscellaneous expenses in each an- 
nual appropriation bill, and it was from 
this fund that the letter box fasteners 
were purchased. 

The circumstances surrounding the pur- 
chase of all the other items paid for out 
of this fund are now bein subjected to 
the closest scrutiny, and already several 
instances have been discovered which have 
aroused grave suspicions, it being inti- 
mated that the letter box fasteners are 
not the only item on which the department 
as been mulcted of generous commissions.
